S.R.O. 154. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Central 
Provident Fund (Defence Services) Rules, 1960, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules niay 
be called the General Provident Fund (Defence Services) 
Thirty-fifth Amendment Rules, 1972. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Amendment of rule 16. — In the General Provident Fund 
(Defence Services) Rules, 1960 (hereinafter referred to as the 
said Rules), in rule IS, after Note 2 below sub-rule (2 A), the 
following Note shall be inserted, namely : — 

“Note 3 In case the sanctioning authority is satisfied 
that the amount standing to the credit of a subs- 
scriber in the Fund is insufficient and he is unable 
to meet his requirements otherwise than by with- 
drawal, the amount already withdrawn by the subs- 
criber from the Fund to finance any insurance 
policy or policies under rule 17, together with in- 
terest thereon, calculated at the rate provided in 


rule 11, may be taken into account as an addition 
to the actual amount standing to his credit in the 
Fund for the purpose of the limit laid down in 
this sub-rule. After Ihe amount of withdrawal ad- 
missible has been so determined, the amount already 
withdrawan from the Fund to finance any insurance 
policy or policies under rule 17, together with in- 
terest thereon, may be treated as final withdrawal 
and the difference if any, between the amount sp 
treated and the total amount of withdrawal admis- 
sible may be paid in cash. 

For the above purpose, the Account Officer shall 
reassign the policy or policies to (he subscriber or 
to the subscriber and the joint assured, as the case 
may be. and make it over to (he subscriber who 
will then be free to utilise the same for the pur- 
pose for which it has been released ’’ 

3. Amendment of rule 24:- In rule 24 of the said rules, 
in clause (d) of sub rule (1), for the portion beginning with 
the bruckets, letter and words “(d) pay or repays to the Fund" 
and ending with the words "the Account Officer shall,", the 
following shall be substituted, namely : — 

“(d) pays or repays to the Fund the whole of any 
amount withheld or withdrawn from the Fund for 
any of the purposes mentioned in sub-clause (ii) of 
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clause (a) of rule 17 and sub-clause (i) and (ii) ol 
clause (b) of rule 17 with interest thereon at the 
rate provided In rule 11, or 

(e) has been sanctioned withdrawal under rule 15 read 
with Note 3 below sub-rule (2 A) of rule 16, the

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Amendment of rule 15. — In rule 15 of the General 
Provident Fund (Defence Services) Rule, 1960, for sub-rule 
<21. the following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely : — 

'(2) Whenever a subscriber is in a position to satisfy 
the competent authority about the amount standing 
to his credit in the General Provident Fund account 
with reference to the latest available statement of 
General Provident Fund Account together with 
the evidence of subsequent contribution, the compe- 
tent authority may iesc.i sanction withdrawal within 
the prescribed limits, as in the case of a refund- 
able advance. In doing so, the competent authority 
shall take into account any withdrawal or refund- 
able advance already sanctioned by it in favour of 
the subscriber. Where, however, the subscriber is 
not in a position to satisfy the competent authority 
about the amount standing to his credit or where 
there is any doubt about the admissibility of the 
withdrawal applied for a reference may be made 
to the Account Officer by the competent authority 
for ascertaining the amount standing to the credit 
of the subscriber with a view to enable the com- 
petent authority to determine the admissibility of 
the amount of withdrawal. The sanction for the 
withdrawal should prominently indicate the General 
Provident Fund Account Number and the Account 
Officer maintaining the accounts and a copy of the 
sanction for withdrawal should invariably be en- 
dorsed to the Account Officer. The sanctioning 
authority shall be responsible to ensure that an 
acknowledgement Is obtained from the Account 
Officer th;)t the sanction for withdrawal has been 
noted in the ledger account of the subscriber. In 
case the Account Officer reports that the with- 
drawal as sanctioned is in excess of the amount 
to the credit of the subscribed or other wise inad- 
missible the sum withdrawn by the subscriber shall 
forthwith be repaid in one lum sum together with 
interst thereon at the rate determined under rule 11, 
by the subscribed to the fund and in default of such 
repayment, it shall be ordered by the sanctioning 
authority to bo recovered from his emoluments 
either in a lump sum or in such number of 
monthly instalments as may be determined by the 
President.

S.R.O. No. 157.- — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Gene- 
ral Provident Fund (Defence Services) Rules, 1960, 
namely : — 

1, Short title and commencement : (1) These rules may 

be called the General Provident Fund (Defence Services) 
(Thirty-sixth Amendment) Ruples, 1972. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Amendment of rule 34. — In the General Provident 
Fund (Defence Services) Rules, 1960, in rale 34, for sub- 
rule (3) including the Note thereunder, the following sub- 
rule shall be substituted, namely : — 

"(3) Payments of the amount withdrawn shall be made 
in India only, file persons to whom tho amounts 
are payable shall make their own arrangements to 
receive payment in India. The following procedure 
shall be adopted for claiming payment by a sub-

(i) A subscriber may submit an application to tho 
Accounts Officer through the Head of Office or 
Department for payment of the amount in the 
Fund, at least one year in advance of the date 
of superannuation. The application may be made 
for the amount standing to his credit in the 
Fund as indicated in the Accounts Statement for 
the year ending one year prior to his superan- 
nuation or for the amount as indicated in his 
ledger account, in case the accounts statement 
has not been received; 

' ll) The Head of Office /Department shall forward the 
application to the Accounts Officer indicating the 
advances taken and the recoveries effected against 
the advances which are still current and the number 
of instalments yet to be recovered in respect of 
each advance and also indicate the withdrawal, 
if any taken by the subscriber; 

(Hi) The Accounts Officer shall after verification with 
the ledger account issue an authority for the 
amount indicated in tho application at least a 
month before the dale of Superannuation but 
payable on the date of superannuation. 

(iv) The authority mentioned in clause (iif) will con- 
stitute the first instalment of payment. A second 
authority for payment will be issued as soon as 
possible after superannuation. This will relate 
to the contribution made by the subscriber sub- 
sequent to the amount mentioned in the application 
submitted under clause (i) plus the refund 
of instalments against advances which were current 
at' the time of the first application. 

(v) The advances /withdrawals sanctioned after the 

farwardlng of Ihc applications for final payment 
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to the Accounts Officer should be intimated to 
the Accounts Officer immediately and acknow- 
ledgement obtained by the sanctioning authority. 

Note : — When the amount standing to the credit o! 
a subscriber has become payable under rule 31, 
32 or 33 the Accounts Officer shall authorise 
prompt payment of the amount in the manner 
Indicated in sub-rule (3)”.

S.R.O. 160. — -In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession 
of the Defence Research and Development and Inspection 
Organisations Administrative Officers Recruitment Rules, 1967, 
published with notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O. 347 dated the 3rd Novem- 
ber, 1967, the President hereby males the following rules 
regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Senior 
Administrative Officer Grade IT in the Defence Research and 
Development, Inspection and Directorate of Technical Deve- 
lopment and Production (Air) Organisation, namely ; 

1. Short title and commencement : — (1) These rules may 
be called Defence Research and Development, Inspection and 
Directorate of Technical Development and Production (Air) 
Organisations (Senior Administrative Officer Grade II) Rec- 
ruitment Rules, 1973. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 


2. Application : — These rules shall apply to the post of 
Senior Administrative Officer Qrade II in the Defence Re- 
search and Development, Inspection and Directorate of 
Technical Development and Production (Air) Organisations, 
in the Ministry of Defence as specified in Column 2 of the 
Schedule annexed hereto. 


3. Number of post, classification and scale of pay : — The 
number of posts, their classification and the scale of pay 
attached thereto, shall be specified in columns 3 to 5 
of the said Schedule. 


4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other quallflefl- 

Iions: — The method of recruitment to the said post, age 
limit, qualifications and other matters connected therewith 
shall be as specified in columns 6 to 14 of the Schedule 
aforesaid. 

5. Disqualifications : — No person, 

l.i) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouso living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the above posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied thnt 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli- 
cable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax i — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order and for reason to be recorded in writing and in 
consultation with the Union Public Service Commission relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any 
class or category of persons. 

7. Saving : — Nothing in these rules shall effect reservations

— In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to Article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of

5. Disqualifications : — No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

Cb) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for the appointment to any of the said posts. 

Provided thHt the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal Jaw 
applicable to such person and the other party to the mar- 
riage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt 
any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax : — Where the Central Government is 
of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order and for reasons to be recorded in wriling, relax 
any of the provisions of these rides with respect to any 
class or category of persons. 

7. Suvlng: — Nothing in these rules shall n/Teel reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for the Sche- 
duled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special cate- 
gories of persons in accordance wilh the oiders issued by 
the Central Government from time to time in tills regard.
